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COMMISSIONER'S REPORT 


We managed to escape the Y2K bug without incident and appreciate the 
efforts of the administration and staff of all departments to insure a trouble 
free January 1, 2001. 


Carroll County was awarded a Community Development Block Grant to 
improve our water system and the planning and design phases were com- 
pleted in 2000. The firm of Provan & Lorber is in charge of the project and 
have had two meetings with the public and the water customers in Ossipee 
Village. 


The Mountain View Nursing Home had a lower number of empty bed days, 
but experienced two reductions in our daily Medicaid reimbursement rate. 
The continuing labor shortage in Carroll County and the higher cost of 
operation also made the year 2000 a challenge. We continue to provide 
quality care for our residents and thank our loyal staff for their dedication. 


The Jail and House of Correction continued the high daily inmate census 
with an average of 45. The population caused overall higher costs particu- 
larly in medical services to inmates. During the year a Jail Needs Study 
Committee was formed and continues to meet to address our space needs. 
Again, the shortage of labor caused much overtime for our staff and we 
appreciate their continued loyalty. 


Even with some reduction in our revenues, we completed the year with a 
budgetary surplus of slightly over $200,000.00 


We wish to express our gratitude to our office staff in the business office 
for their support and dedication. In addition we thank our Department 
Heads, Employees, the Delegation and Elected Officials for their contin- 
ued cooperation.

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VICTIM/WITNESS ASSISTANCE 


In 2000, Victim/ Witness Assistance in Carroll County provided services to 
474 crime victims: 235 in open cases; 175 in post-conviction proceedings; 
29 in District Court cases; and 33 in cases not yet prosecuted. 


It is worth noting that there were 75 children who were victims in our cases 
this year; a significant increase over last year. The number of people who 
were victims of violent crimes also increased this year to 243 (51% of total 
victims this year). 


I continue as a member of the Attorney General's Task Force on Child 
Abuse & Neglect, as well as APSAC, the National Center for Victims of 
Crime and the National Organization for Victim Assistance. 


I greatly appreciate the support I have received from numerous people in 
the past year, and I look forward to continuing my work and activities in 
2001.

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ATTORNEY'S REPORT 


The primary function of the County Attorney's Office is to prosecute felony 
and misdemeanor level offenses. The Office also provides assistance to all 
law enforcement agencies in the county as needed. 


In 2000, the Carroll County Attorney's Office docketed 188 new felony 
indictments and 34 misdemeanor informations. This represents 118 sepa- 
rate defendants. Additionally, the Office processed violations of proba- 
tion, misdemeanor appeals, annulments, writs of Habeus Corpus, and 
hearings for review, deferred and suspended sentences. The Office handled 
a total of 665 cases, representing 369 defendants. (This is 188 cases more 
than last years total, with 108 more defendants. ) 


Not all cases handled in 2000 have been resolved; some are currently pend- 
ing disposition. One hundred ninety (190) defendants had cases disposed 
of. They included 85 defendants who pleaded "guilty", 9 defendants found 
"cuilty", 8 defendants found "not guilty", 2 defendants’ cases were dismissed, 
and 59 defendants had charges nol-prossed. Some charges that were nol- 
prossed were substituted with new charges pursuant to a plea agreement. 
As part of their sentence, some defendants were ordered to pay restitution 
to victims for their losses. Defendants have been ordered to pay restitution 
of approximately $169,300 by the Carroll County Superior Court in 2000. 


Thank you to the Carroll County Commissioners and the County Delega- 
tion for approving a second Assistant County Attorney's position. I am 
pleased to announce that Attorney Lisa Drescher was hired in August 2000 
and she has been an invaluable addition to the office. 


As required under RSA 7:38, the County Attorney hereby provides full

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SHERIFF'S OFFICE REPORT 


Pursuant to RSA 30:1 and RSA 104:3 1-a, I hereby submit my annual report 
of activity conducted by the Carroll County Sheriff's Office for the year 
2000, and a look into my vision of the Carroll County Sheriff's Office's 
future. 


The workload in the Civil Division has increased over that of 1999. The 
results of which is more revenue being collected by the Office, and turned 
over to the county business office which reduces the amount of taxation 
required to pay for my annual budget. A copy of the Year 2000 activities 
report for the Civil Division is enclosed. 


The Criminal Division, which is responsible for the handling of all crimi- 
nal investigations, and, upon request, assisting both Local and State Police 
agencies within the county with investigations, has had a very active year. 
From the number of Calls for Service to the level of severity of crimes this 
Office encountered increased over those from 1999. A copy of the 2000 
activities report for the Criminal Division is enclosed. 


I'm pleased that once again in 2000 this Office received funding from the 
Federal Government to perform a pro-active law enforcement patrol within 
certain areas of the National Forest system within Carroll County. Each 
year this patrol typically occurs between Memorial Day and Columbus Day. 
This patrol was offered as a detail to all members of this Office. Heavy 
emphasis of deputies’ time was concentrated along the Kancamagus High- 
way between Conway and Lincoln to slow down the speed and thereby 
reduce the exposure of motor vehicle accidents. 


The Communications Center has again done an excellent job throughout 
2000. We continue to provide timely, courteous and professional service to 
our consumers, the public safety agencies, and you, the public. We are grate- 
ful for the strong relationship which exists between the Mutual Aid Fire 
Associations and our Communications Center. During the Year 2000 there 
were 256,525 radio transmissions logged with an additional 48,892 tele- 
phone messages taken. There were 1,413 Fire Calls and 1,912 Rescue calls 
that went through the Carroll County Communications Center. As with the 
Civil and Criminal Divisions, a complete copy of the 2000 activities report 
for the Communications Center is enclosed. 


At the conclusion of the Year 2000 fiscal year my budget projections came in as 
expected. Although there was a significant surplus, this was a by-product of 
labor shortages. The period of time from vacancies in both the Communica- 
tions & Sheriff's Budget until the positions were filled account for the surplus. 


Consistent with my commitment during both my original campaign for 
Office, and for re-election, training in the Sheriff's Office is paramount. 
During 2000 in-service training received high priority with classes being 
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offered to both Sheriff's Office personnel as well as to the county law en- 
forcement community as a whole. 


Throughout the Year 2000 a sample of the training included federal 
regulation(s) compliance training, various statutory law updates, The Na- 
tional Center for Missing and Exploited Children in Washington, D.C., NH 
Police Standards and Training, NESPIN, and others. All told, our deputies 
collectively received 768 hours of in-service training during 2000. Our Of- 
fice secretary received 32 hours of in-service training, and our Communi- 
cation Specialists received 126 hours of in-service training. 


As we have entered into a new century and a new millennium, many public 
safety agencies as well as private citizens throughout Carroll County took 
to the Sheriff's Office for help with an array of problems. Not only has the 
level of staff within the Sheriff's Office not kept time with the increased 
population, as of the writing of this report it remains four full-time posi- 
tions short of its strength of twenty-one years ago. For many years the po- 
litical climate has been one of "wait ‘til next year". 


Very certainly the world is a more dangerous place today than in the past. For 
nearly two decades there has been little investment into this Sheriff's Office, 
and there currently exists a critical need to bring the levels of the staff up to a 
bare minimum need. These issues were the cornerstones of my re-election cam- 
paign during 2000. I feel the result of the November 7th election proved the 
voters of Carroll County joined with me in saying as we enter the 21st century, 
together, we make it our first priority to do the right thing and at a minimum 
restore the positions which were eliminated during the mid 1980s. 


It is my goal in 2001 that this Office continue on the path of being a resource of 
quality regional training. In addition to offering the high quality of support 
services to area public safety organizations, we also plan to bring on-line a web 
page for the Office during 2001 so the constituents throughout Carroll County 
may keep informed of both the doings and needs of this Office. 


I would like to close this report by recapping during this year I have enjoyed 
an exceptional working relationship with the staff of the Carroll County 
Business Office, the Carroll County Commissioners individually, and the 
Carroll County Legislative Delegation. I very sincerely thank both the sworn 
and civilian members of the Carroll County Sheriff's Office, all the law 
enforcement agencies, and most of all you, the general public, who have 
taken such an interest in the Carroll County Sheriff's Office. 


It is my honor to serve as your Sheriff. Your support and vote of confidence 
is greatly appreciated.

The beginning of the new millennium brought with it the continued calls 
for investigation of crimes. The Criminal Division consists of three full- 
time deputies. In addition to handling the regular calls for service this 
division focuses on the investigation of felony level crimes. These crimes 
by nature are very time consuming and require attention to detail.

MOUNTAIN VIEW NURSING HOME ANNUAL REPORT 


Mountain View is a 103-bed nursing home dually certified to care for both 
Medicare and Medicaid residents. 


Last year 32 residents were admitted. We had a waiting list for admission, 
which we couldn't always accommodate, because the bed opening wasn't 
compatible to the gender or the diagnosis. 


The nursing home has a 50-bed Alzheimer and Related Disorder unit on 
the C Wing and Thayer Wing and the A & B Wings are more geared for 
physical medical care issues. Our resident payor mix was 10 private pay and 
93 Medicaid residents. One of the effects of Senate Bill 409, was a change 
in the Medicaid Reimbursement System from a cost based system to an 
acuity based system, which is being phased in over 4 years. As a result, we 
have seen our Medicaid daily room rate decrease from $125.40 to $121.81. 


Our year 2000 expense budget was $4,886,914, and we expended $4,838,076. 
Our revenue budget was $4,939,984 and revenues were $5,080,687, before 
auditor adjustments. 


The nursing home's biggest challenge has been the recruitment and reten- 
tion of staff, a problem ubiquitous in our industry. To that end, we in- 
creased the entry level rate of pay. We ran 3 CNA courses, which resulted in 
4 CNA's remaining in our employ. We have introduced a career ladder pro- 
gram for our CNA's (Certified Nursing Assistants), these are the staff who 
perform the direct care to our residents by instituting a Preceptor Pro- 
gram. We became the first nursing home in New Hampshire to subscribe 
to NAGNA, a national organization with a membership of 30,000 CNA's. 
This organization has drawn attention in Washington, as it promotes the 
important role CNA's have in long-term care. 


Our Activity/ Recreation Therapy department provides many therapeutic, 
recreational and entertainment programs for our residents. The depart- 
ment held a summer fair/yard sale and a Christmas Fair which raised $4,000. 
These funds are used exclusively to purchase Christmas gifts for our 103 
residents and pay for musical entertainment to the professional musicians, 
and for restaurant excursions. Thanks to the idea which emanated from 
this department, a large beautiful glider swingset with a canopy, and a spe- 
cial ramp to accommodate wheelchair-bound residents, was purchased with 
funds raised through a mail solicitation to family members. 


Our dietary department served 183,119 meals, which is about 2,500 more 
meals compared to 1999. We served about 3000 more meals to the HOC. 
We saw a slight decline in the meals served to staff by approximately 2000, 
due to the fact the union and management negotiated to increase the union 
membership hourly rate in lieu of a "free meal". Non-union personnel con- 
tinue to receive the "free meal" as part of the benefit package. The depart- 
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ment purchased a new Hobart 20-quart mixer and two Hobart 1-gallon 
blenders. Most importantly, the dish room was renovated to improve the 
air exchange. This was much appreciated by the "dish room crew" when the 
humidity in the summer was intolerable. We installed ceiling fans 
(Casablanca style) in the main dining room. These fans have greatly helped 
in the "air flow" during our summer months, as well as push the warmer air 
down in the winter. 


There were changes in our Chaplaincy Department. Rey. Leon Cone, who 
was with us for 10 years, left to minister to the "shut in" population. He and 
his wife were very active in the ministry with us and are missed. We were 
fortunate to recruit Rev. John Tamilio III to continue this fine ministry, 
which is a very important aspect of many of our residents' lives. John has 
brought other lay ministry who add to the core program of weekly Bible 
and Sunday services. The Catholic population recently began receiving 
communion from trained Eucharist Ministers. 


Our plant/maintenance department completed the major painting project 
which had begun in mid-1999. All resident rooms, corridors, and most 
offices and departments were painted. The new look is very refreshing. 


Our Building Needs Committee, which consists of 3 state representatives, 3 
county commissioners, a few in-house personnel and outside people met 
twice to study which direction we should pursue regarding either a major 
renovation or new construction of the home. One of the impediments has 
been the new Medicaid Reimbursement System no longer treats new con- 
struction or major renovations as a "pass through" item, it will only reim- 
burse for a portion of the capital costs. 


The floral garden along the front entrance, and backyard flowers are be- 
ing nurtured by Elinor Pater, horticulturist from East Madison. We got sev- 
eral positive comments from our many visitors. 


While we "treasure" our residents, as they are our raison d'étre, I would be 
remiss, if I didn't mention our "caring" employees who are our big asset, 


they help make MVNH the fine home that it is. Thank you staff! 


Lastly, "we" thank our volunteers, resident families, county commissioners 
and our state representatives for their continued support.

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HUMAN SERVICES REPORT 


The Human Service Department's primary responsibility continues to be 
the monitoring of and accounting for the funds expended for the local unit 
share of the cost of Old Age Assistance, Aid to the Permanently and Totally 
Disabled, Elderly and Adult Services, and Board and Care of Children. The 
county also shares some programmatic responsibilities with the state in the 
area of Board and Care of Children. 


The staffing of the department remained unchanged — Forrest Painter re- 
mained in his position as director and Stephenie Milbury and Lisa Howard 
remained in their respective clerical/assistant positions. 


The expenditures for Old Age Assistance (OAA) and Aid to the Perma- 
nently and Totally Disabled (APTD) remained essentially unchanged. 
Changes in expenditures are a result of either program changes and/or 
recipient numbers and both of these remained unchanged in 2000. ‘There 
was a slight increase in the expenditures for APTD but this was a result of 
retroactive billings covering part of 1999. 


The category of Elderly and Adult Services (DEAS) showed a significant 
increase. An increase in expenditures in this category can come from a 
number of factors: increased caseload, a change in covered services, or an 
increase in the cost of services. The increase this year is in large part a 
factor of increased caseload. The other factors are not as easily evaluated 
this year because of program changes which took place last year. HB 409 
reorganized the liability of the county relative to this clientele and year 
2000 was the first full year that we operated under this reorganization. As 
a result, there is insufficient history to evaluate the other two factors. But it 
is an area of concern and will be monitored. 


It was necessary this year to request a supplemental budget to cover the 
increase in DEAS expenses. While every effort is made to be as accurate as 
possible in our projections we must rely heavily on actual billing informa- 
tion. Due to problems with the state systems the billing information has 
been delayed or has been less than accurate. We continue to work with the 
state to resolve the discrepancies and are hoping for more timely and reli- 
able information in 2001. 


The expenditures for Board and Care of Children showed a decrease in 
expenditures. A review of the expense indicates this is in part due to a 
decrease in case numbers as well as less expensive placements. 


In addition to monitoring and accounting for funds, the Department ad- 
ministered the grant program to provide incentive funds for Juvenile Pre- 
vention Programs. The grant funds are provided to the county through the 
state general fund. Grant applications are received by the County and a 
panel of eight reviews the proposals and makes funding awards. The panel 
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members for their review cycle were: for the Carroll County Delegation, 
Representative Henry Mock; the County Commissioners, Brenda Presby, 
Marge Webster, and David Sorenson; for the State of New Hampshire, Eileen 
Mullen-Kennedy, André Blaise, and Robert Kelley. The position of the eighth 
member, elected at-large by the other seven, was filled by Maryellen LaRoche, 
Director of Carroll County Health and Home Care.

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REGISTRY OF DEEDS REPORT 


The real estate market conveyances (willing seller/willing buyer) during 
2000 did not reflect any increase in real estate activity. The Registry in- 
come of $704,382 for 2000 resulted from the increase in the Transfer Tax 
and document copies required by the Title Researchers. 


The "labor intensive" aspect of the Registry work continues at a relatively 
high level and produced $440,285. In 2000, recording and all related ser- 
vice, including the surcharge, produced an income of $398.486; sale of 
customer copies to researchers earned $70,183; and the FAX service earned 
$9,483. Commission collected on sale of Transfer Tax Stamps was $219,558 
— up from $176,519 in 1999; bank interest earned was $6,669 — up from 
$3,095 in 1999. Bank of New Hampshire was persuaded to increase interest 
from .5% to 2.5% effective June 1, 2000. 


The remarkable increase in the Transfer Tax Commission was primarily due to 
the increase in the Real Estate Tax from $10.00 to $15.00 per thousand, effective 
July 1, 1999. The County is allowed 4% commission on Transfer Tax collected. 


A chart showing the Instrument Count by town provides an opportunity to 
compare activity. Bear in mind the charge includes all types of documents 
(a total of 17,312) not just deeds and mortgages. A separate chart shows a 
breakdown, by town, of Mortgages, Deeds, Foreclosures, IRS Liens and 
Financial Statements (UCC Forms). 


The surcharge, established in 1997, earned $37,868 during 2000. The Registry 
has expanded the Retrieval aspect of the Imaging System into the vault. We 
now have eight (8) terminals in place. This equipment makes for better service 
to the public and brings the Registry closer to the State-of-the-art. 


All of the staff is cross-trained for daily work and from time to time, under- 
takes special assignments in addition to keeping current work up to date on 
a daily basis. For instance: Arlene and Bonnie have scanned an estimated 
190 thousand-page books and as of October Ist began on the 500 page 
books, scanning an additional 120 books by the end of the year. Anna has 
updated the 1962-1969 Index for addition to the retrieval system. Lori has 
scanned 600 plans from aperture cards and currently recorded plans in 
preparation of complying with pending new plat law and for addition to 
the retrieval system. Pam serves as Senior Deputy Register, responsible for 
recording documents and preparing daily cash report. Diana, a valuable 
office assistant, takes charge of the customer copying service and assists 
with other daily tasks within the office. 


I wish to express my sincere appreciation to my Deputies, Office Staff and the 
County Business Office for their splendid support, as well as the courtesy shown 
to me by the County Commissioners and members of the Delegation.

This past year, Carroll County UNH Cooperative Extension Educators had 
approximately 10,000 contacts with Carroll County and New Hampshire 
residents in the following program areas: Agricultural Resources, Expanded 
Food and Nutrition Education Programs; Family Development, Forest Re- 
sources, Family Lifeskills Program and 4-H Youth Development. 


This past year saw a change in staff with the departure of Mark Hutchinson, 
Extension Educator, Agricultural Resources and Environmental Steward- 
ship. It was decided that Carroll and Strafford Counties would share two 
Agricultural Educators. One is responsible for working with the vegetable 
and horticultural growers in both counties and the other in the area of 
animal sciences, small fruits and environmental stewardship. Each county 
will house one of the Educators. 


Geoffrey Njue has joined the staff as an Agricultural Educator in Horticul- 
ture and will be housed in Strafford. Geoffrey joins us from Florida. A 
native of Kenya, Geoffrey received extensive horticulture training in Hol- 
land. He also worked for Extension in his native land. Geoffrey's program 
areas will cover greenhouse production, nurseries and garden centers, land- 
scapes and grounds maintenance, athletic fields turf management and 
Master Gardener volunteer programs. The second Agricultural Educator 
recently hired is Steve Sifford from North Carolina. Steve's experience in- 
cluded being an Extension Educator in animal science in North Carolina. 
Steve was also a Vocational Agriculture teacher which will bring much tal- 
ent to his position in environmental stewardship, animal science, and small 
fruits. 


The establishment of a Family, Home and Garden Education Center, lo- 
cated in Manchester and accessible to the entire state via a toll free number, 
will enable the Agricultural Educators to devote a major portion of their 
time to their particular audience. Commercial interests will become a fo- 
cus of their attention as they develop programs to meet clientele needs. 


Educators in the other disciplines continue to address the needs of their 
audiences. Joanne Knowlton, Food and Nutrition Program Associate, fo- 
cuses her attention on assisting low income families to manage their lim- 
ited resources more wisely and to purchase more nutritional food with the 
resources available. Ann Hamilton, Family Development Educator, focuses 
her efforts on food safety education for the food service industry, personal 
money management, and parenting programs. Dotty Burrows, 4-H Youth 
Development Educator, works with the youth in the county and a host of 
volunteers bringing educational programs to this audience. Peter Pohl, 
Forestry Educator, works with private landowners, forest products indus- 
tries, timber harvesting contractors, licensed professional foresters, com- 
munities and organizations to better manage our natural resources. 
Extension specialists in Water Resources, Jeffrey Schloss and Bob Claycraft, 
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work with organizations and communities monitoring water quality in the 
many lakes throughout the county. 


We also want to welcome Diane Gilmore, the Family Lifeskills Program Coordi- 
nator to UNH Cooperative Extension. Diane works with TANF recipients by 
providing a curriculum of study covering such topics as nutrition, personal 
skills development, parenting, money management and accessing community 
resources. Graduates of this program are better equipped to enter the work 
force and be more efficient members of society. 


As of this date, UNH Cooperative Extension Carroll County will remain in 
our present location in Center Ossipee until such time as adequate space 
becomes available in a county facility. It has been a long-standing goal to be 
housed at the county complex. 


As always, we welcome input from the public on the need for educational 
programs that relate to our respective areas of responsibilities. UNH Coop- 
erative Extension, the outreach arm of the University of New Hampshire is 
dedicated to helping people help themselves by putting research and edu- 
cation to work. We are only a phone call away.

Representative Lyman turned the floor over to Chair of the Commission- 
ers, Brenda Presby, to explain the budget as the commissioners proposed. 


Comunissioner Presby explained each line item of the budget as noted. She 
started with the Income. Noted 2 separate titles. And then the overall total. 
The Mountain View Nursing Home is an enterprise fund but counted in 
the overall budget. The county General Income was noted as amount to be 
raised by taxation. The total to be raised by taxation increased $104,443 
more than last year. Sheriff income up $1,288; Registry of Deeds income 
up $100,000; Jail income is up $5,000; Farm down $1,000; Maintenance 
income remains same. Other funds explained. Also noted a $603,628 sur- 
plus projection from this year's budget. Grand total income proposed for 
the year 2000 at $300,000 more than it was in 1999 approx. Question from 
Rep. Babson. Wanted to know why the Sheriff income up $1,200 and the 
farm down $1,000. Commissioner Presby said these are estimates. Rep. 
Lyman noted that the Delegation will be going over each line item in Feb. 
when the budget is reviewed. Item will be adjusted as needed. 


Expenses: Commissioner Presby noted some line items are over budget, 
some are under. Water over due to work that needs to be done to the sys- 
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tem and that's what the figure represents. The County Attorney is a few 
thousand more as stated. $27,000 more due to changes that the County 
Attorney would like to make in the structure of the office. Nothing has 
happened as of yet. Projections. Noted that The County Attorney has a 
detailed plan that she will be presenting at the delegation meeting. It was 
stated that the projection may not cost as much by the time the budget is 
passed. Victim Witness is down. Registry of Deeds is up. $50,000 increase 
due to increased business costs. Sheriff Dept. increase of $50,000 due to 
changes and increases in the dept. Contract signed including wage increases. 
Proposed changes will be discussed at delegation meeting. Dispatch Cen- 
ter. Up due to full compliment of dispatchers. Medical Referee, Admin. 
Building decrease due to new outside maintenance. Outside service charges 
a flat rate and has worked out well. Human services $2,000,800 paid to the 
State of NH. Jail and House of Correction up due to jail population. Medi- 
cal services, food, more staff reflects increase. Farm increase $20,000 more 
asking for a new truck for wood delivery. Need 1'/2 truck. This will replace 
old one that is not functional. Will be purchasing used truck as replace- 
ment. Long-term debt is a payment of $15,250. Our share of a loan to work 
on sewer system. Applied for rural development loan to work on water 
system. With the same payment schedule. 2 combined low cost loans. Rev- 
enue Sharing account encumbered the funds for improvements to Jail col- 
lecting interest for the last 10 years. Money can be accessed by a vote of the 
delegation to be used for the jail. $200,000 in the account. Do not antici- 
pate using the entire fund. Carroll County Delegation fund to remain level 
funded unless needed. Discussion to take place late January, early Febru- 
ary. Final budget to be passed in March by law. Nursing home is Enterprise 
Fund and cannot be included with the rest of the budget. 


Commissioner Presby opened up to questions. Susan Wiley asked about the 
Incentive funds. Commissioner Presby noted they are not due to special audits 
and do not need to go through the budget process. Rep. Lyman noted that the 
Incentive fund program is a grant program. Audited independently. 


Rep. Lyman closed public hearing and opened up the executive meeting of 
the delegation. 


Several items to discuss. Approval of the minutes of past meetings. Rep. Patten 
motion to approve minutes of May 17th, June 22nd, August 9th and November 
15th meeting and would like to speak to the motion. Rep. Torressen second. 
Reason to approve all these minutes as we cannot find record that minutes had 
been approved at prior meetings. Unanimous approved. 


Rep. Lyman gave the floor to County Treasurer Donald Banks so he can 
make a proposal to the delegation. County Treasurer is asking the Delega- 
tion for approval to borrow $4,500,000 for the year 2000 for tax anticipa- 
tion. Same amount as last year. Explanation was given as to what the money 
was used for. Noted that the best interest rate is sought for the borrowing 
of this money. Motion made to approve the request by Rep. Lyman, 2nd 
Rep. Patten. Voice vote. Unanimously approved. 
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Rep. Patten spoke in regards to resolution for the White Mountain National Forest. 
Discussed resolutions drafted by Rep. Bradley and another from Rep. Babson. Read 
both resolutions to be submitted to the Dept. of Agriculture. Resolution addresses 
changes to the use of the White Mountain Forest as proposed by the Federal Goyern- 
ment. Rep. Babson noted the resolution needed to be strong in its language. Rep. 
Kenney asked the delegation if they know what the pulse of the local constituency is 
in the County towards this issue. Rep. Kenney wanted to get input from the rest of the 
delegation on this. Rep. Lyman noted that Ossipee is in favor of a resolution. Rep. 
Patten noted today is the last day for written testimony on this issue. Rep. Bradley 
asked when public comment is no longer taken on this issue from the Dept. of Agri- 
culture. December 15th or 16th. No oral testimony is being taken by the Dept. Rep. 
Bradley recommended the chair poll the rest of the members of the delegation. Rep. 
Babson stated outrage that the Federal Government is taking no oral testimony and 
said they should staying Washington if that is how they are going to hold the hearing 
and sentiment should be reflected in resolution. Rep. Mock stated that the northern 
part of the county is opposed to the Federal proposal, as it would affect the logging 
industry. Stated that is hard to put into one resolution. Wants the resolution to state 
what the social and economic impacts of the Federal proposal would have. Rep. Bra- 
dley moved we adopt resolution with changes authorizing the chair to poll today 
other members of delegation. Second by Rep. Philbrick. Chair Lyman amended that 
Rep. Babson, Rep. Mock and Rep. Patten make sure resolution has correct working. 
Also Rep. Mock said we should forward to Federal delegation. Amendment seconded 
by Rep. Philbrick. Voice vote unanimously approved. 


Rep. Patten motion to approve County Treasurers request for $4,500,000 
to borrow money. Second by Rep. Kenney. Voice vote unanimously approved. 

Kenney, 
Second by Rep. Patten. Hearings to be scheduled in February. 


Rep. Patten moved that the Resolution be accepted regarding the use of 
the White Mountain National Forest. To be able to put together a resolu- 
tion, and to accept the Executive committee recommendations. Second by 
Rep. Mock. Rep. Lyman moved the meeting closed to the call of the chair. 


Rep. Babson looking for support of delegation regarding the Francis Lord 
scholarship in regard to the fiasco for the sale of land parcels by the Univer- 
sity of NH. Rep. Babson noted the University has been quietly selling off 
land now there is over 1.5 million dollars and wants to know how the money 
is being used. Fund costs $32,000 to manage per year. This issue was dis- 
cussed at length and the delegation agreed that this deserves support and 
needs to be looked into.

100.4140.002 Special Details Sheriff Carr explained that the $35,000 in 
this line item represents 1,400 hrs. of detail pay at $25.00 per hr., which is 
offset by revenue. Rep. Babson had a question regarding what was coming 
in revenue? Sheriff Carr stated they budgeted for 1400 hrs. 

100.4140.004 Salary-personal days. This is a union negotiated figure. The 
line item is being increased from $8,590 to $9,355. Sheriff Carr explained 
the reason only $2,980 was spent last year was due in part to turnover and 
staff shortage. 

100.4140.005 Overtime increased from $23,909 to $26,583. 

100.4140.006 Salary-Secretary increase from $19,344 to $23,090. 
100.4140.007 Salary - Deputies. Rep. Mock asked how many deputies are 
there? Sheriff Carr stated that there are 8 full-time Deputies, 5 special Depu- 
ties, 8 Bailiffs, 1 secretary and 1 Sheriff for a total of 23 employee. 
100.4140.0089 Salary - Special Deputies This line item according to Sher- 
iff Carr is for part-time deputies and special bailiffs. It also includes 
Kancamaugus highway patrol for a total of $127,488. 

100.4140.009 Sheriff Salary increase of $1,000 from last year to a total of 
$36,700. Social security and other mandatory line items will change accordingly. 
100.4140.014 Workers' Compensation decrease from $21,016 to $18,016. 
Sheriff Carr added a new line item 

100.4140.017 Education Asking for $3,000 for education and training. This 
will be for Police Academy training. Sheriff Carr stated that there are many 
classes available to train deputies to help improve skills. This is a new line 
item under the Sheriff budget. 

100.4140.029 Other Fees and Services This line item is used for legal ex- 
penses. Used to pay for union negotiations for legal counsel for the County. 
County and teamsters split the cost for arbitrator to negotiate the contract. 
This will cover negotiations this year for next year's contract starting April 
of 2001. Rep. Babson asked who participates in the negotiations. Sheriff 
Carr stated that it is the chair of the Commissioners, Sheriff, counsel, rep- 
resenting the Teamsters are the shop steward and their representative. 
100.4140.044 K-9 Expense Reduced from $2,525 to $205. Sheriff Carr stated 
that this is due to the K-9 officer resigning. The $205 covers the cost of 
food and care for the dog. This is the required minimum cost to care for 
the dog min. pay for 7 days a week. The dog is still available for the County 
to use if needed. The $205 is for the month of January. The County uses 
the dog about 3-4 times a month on average. 

100.4140.046 Investigative Supplies New line item Sheriff Carr is request- 
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ing $1,570 to purchase equipment that can be used to help aid in investigat- 
ing crime scenes. Rep. Babson asked what they did before this to cover cost 
of supplies. Sheriff Carr stated that most of the supplies came out of Deputy 
expense. Finger compounds and resins to get fingerprints & drug detec- 
tion kits. This is done to assist local police as the Sheriffs dept. is called to 
help investigate crime sites. 

100.4140.067 Advertising Sheriff Carr would like $300 in this line item to 
be able to advertise in papers to place job ads. This would be to attract a 
broader range of candidates for the jobs to fill vacancies rather than word 
of mouth. 

100.4140.068 Telephone includes cost of phone switch, cell phones, Bell 
Atlantic and AT&T. Sheriff Carr said he watches phone bill closely. If he sees 
phone numbers showing up often he looks into them to see if they are per- 
sonal or not. He stated he is working hard to see that the phone is not abused. 
100.4140.069 Radio/Communication Equipment covers cost of mainte- 
nance of towers and radio communication equipment $3,200. 
100.4140.072 Vehicle Lease/Purchase Increase to $79,145. Rep. Chandler 
wanted to know why the change is to increase $79,584. Rep. Chandler wanted 
to know how many vehicles we have. Sheriff Carr stated that we own no 
vehicles at this point. We are leasing 8 and buying 3 for a total of 11 ve- 
hicles. Rep. Chandler asked how many use the vehicles - 8 deputies plus 
Sheriff Carr, Wes Scolaro part-time deputy vehicle to transport prisoners, 
Don Banks has | vehicle. Rep. Babson wanted to be on record as opposing 
each deputy having his own car at home. 

100.4140.073 Vehicle Expenses increased to $22,000. The largest cost is in 
fuel, the cost of gas has impact on this line item. 

100,4140.088 Photocopy Expense decreased to $1,500. Sheriff Carr does 
not expect the need for a new photocopier this year. 

100.4140.094 Surety Bonds $0 dollars this year. This is paid every other year. 
100.4140.097 New Equipment decreased $1,650. Electronic print kit, rape 
seminal fluid ID kit, raid portable backup kit. 

Total $771,544 not reflecting changes in lower costs in other line items.

County 
Attorney Gordon responded that it would and that the work would be good 
for a first year attorney. 


Commissioner Presby asked if the new person might help with the water 
system. County Attorney responded that it is a possibility. 


Rep. Babson asked about sharing with Wolfeboro. Rep. Lyman said that 
this would be a serious change in policy. More discussion and responses 
from Attorney Gordon showed that this person would only assist towns 
with a real need for conflict-type help. 


Rep. Babson asked for a repeat of the motion. To approve the hiring of a 
full-time assistant county attorney to replace the part-time paralegal for 
one half year. Torressen seconded it and a roll call was taken. The motion 
carried 8-2 with Reps. Chandler and Mock voting against it. 





Chairman Lyman opened the executive session of the meeting to discuss 
the salaries of elected county officials. 


County Treasurer was the first salary to be discussed. Don Banks said that 
with the increased responsibility of banks changing names so often, check- 
ing for the best interest, and attending seminars, he should get a raise from 
$3,400 to $4,000. This motion was made by Rep. Dickinson and seconded 
by Rep. Philbrick. This motion was amended to $3,600 by Rep. Chandler, 
seconded by Rep. Sullivan and approved 6-5. Rep. Patten brought up the 
issue giving raises that are a percentage. Rep. Kenney made a motion to 
raise the County Treasurer's salary to $3,800 which was seconded by Rep. 
Dickinson. The motion carried 9-2 with Rep. Babson and Chandler voting 
No. 





Register of Deeds was the next salary to be considered. Rep. Dickinson 
made a motion to raise the salary from $33,000 to $36,000 which did not 
receive a second. Rep. Chandler made a motion to raise the salary to $34,000, 
the amount requested by Brookes, which Rep. Patten seconded. To Rep. 
Sullivan's question about benefits, Commissioner Presby said that for a 
full-time employee the county pays 10% of health insurance which is in- 
creasing to 12% with a similar projection for next year. On a voice vote the 
motion to raise the Register of Deeds salary to $34,000 carried. 


County Commissioners Questions were asked about the amount of time 
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Commissioners spend on their job. The response was that it varies depend- 
ing on the amount of individual participation. Commissioner Presby said 
that $.29 is paid per mile, there are no paid cell phones or insurance or 
retirement. Rep. Lyman suggested having steps for experienced or inexpe- 
rienced. Rep. Dickinson clarified an earlier motion for $9,900 for chair- 
man, $8,700 for vice chairman and $7,500 with 2 years or less experience. 
Rep. Chandler seconded the motion and the vote was 9-2 in favor. 


County Attorney The question of paying dues and health insurance was 
discussed. The motion on the floor by Rep. Babson, seconded by Rep. 
Sullivan for $48,000 for less than 2 years experience and $51,000 for more 
than 2 years experience in N.H. failed 5-6. Rep. Bradley made a motion to 
raise the salaries to $53,000 and $49,000 respectively. Seconded by Rep. 
Dickinson and carried 74. 


County Sheriff Rep. Babson made a motion to leave the salary the same, 
which was seconded by Rep. Sullivan. Discussion followed. Sheriff Carr 
said that has the same responsibilities and risks as a policeman. There were 
questions about the difference in figures from different sources. Rep. Bra- 
dley made a motion to change the amount to $42,500 for experience and 
$38,000 for less than 2 years, which was seconded by Rep. Patten. Rep. 
Dickinson moved the question and the voice vote carried 9-2. 


A motion to reconsider $7,500 for a new commission was defeated. Brad- 
ley moved to adopt all the salaries in convention as they were voted on in 
executive sessions, seconded by Rep. Kenney. The motion carried 10-1 with 
Babson voting against. 


The group voted to go into convention to vote on the second assistant county 
attorney. The meeting came out of convention to consider the Quarterly 
Expenditures.

Present: Representatives Babson, Bradley, Kenney, Lyman, Patten, Dickinson 
and Sullivan. County Commissioners Presby, Webster and Sorensen. 


Representative Lyman convened the Public Hearing at 9:10 for Chairman 
Brenda Presby to make a presentation to the delegation and public. She 
spoke about the need for a supplemental budget of $150,000 caused by an 
increase in human services costs. This will not affect town taxes, because 
there is a prior surplus that can now be released and some areas of the 
budget are underspent. Representative Lyman asked how much was in re- 
serve. Commissioner Presby answered about $800,000. Forrest gave a more 
detailed explanation of the additional expenses including money to repay 
a settlement for liens the state made and increased numbers of people 
being served. 


A discussion followed about ways the current jail situation could be ad- 
dressed using money from the Revenue Sharing which the commissioners 
will need to have a delegation vote to spend at a later time. The basic issue 
is whether to hire a Jail Planner to figure out what is needed and do all the 
public relations necessary to get approval for a new jail or to save $35-50 
thousand using statistics already compiled and obtain a Design Builder. 
Commissioner Presby said that building a new jail is the only answer be- 
cause of the need to improve heating, lighting, and air flow. Ways to ease 
the current situation included wearing locating bracelets and work release. 


At 9:42 Chairman Lyman closed the Public Hearing and convened the 
Delegation Meeting with a quorum. Representative Babson initiated a dis- 
cussion about the need to buy land to replace that being taken up with new 
building on county property. 


Rep. Dickinson moved to approve the minutes of 5/8/00 as distributed. 
Rep. Kenney seconded the motion, and the motion carried. 


Rep. Babson made the motion to approve the supplemental budget as pro- 
posed in the sum of $150,000. Rep. Patten seconded it and the motion carried. 


Rep. Kenney gave a report of the Mountain View Nursing Home Subcom- 
mittee. The recommendations were to develop a ten year long range strate- 
gic plan and a capital improvement plan. The subcommittee will meet again 
in the fall to rank priorities and see how the projects dovetail. 


Rep. Patten made a motion to go into convention, seconded by Rep. Brad- 
ley, and the motion carried. 


Rep. Patten made a motion to approve the supplemental budget as pro- 
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posed in the sum of $150,000. Rep. Bradley seconded it, and the motion carried. 


The meeting considered the Commissioners' request for direction to move 
forward on the jail issue. Chairman Lyman appointed a committee to study 
the matter. Members are Rep. Patten, Rep. Bradley, Rep. Sullivan. Rep. 
Kenney, Rep. Dickinson, and Rep. Lyman will chair the committee. The 
three Commissioners and Dennis Robinson are part of the committee and 
5 members of the public will be asked to join. 


Rep. Sullivan made a motion to go out of conyention and into delegation, 
seconded by Rep. Patten to review the quarterly budget. The next budget 
review will be Oct. 30 at 9:30. Under expenditures questions were asked 
about dues, postage, overtime, and maintenance, as well as dental insur- 
ance and the inmates phone calls. In revenues, there were questions about 
special details and staff meals. 


Commissioner Presby asked that the Propane Tank Subcommittee composed of 
Rep.

He is concerned that hay is 
laying in the fields and that more hay is not grown, since that is the biggest 
source of revenue. The Commissioners responded that the barn is full of 
hay, and its been a question of timing and weather. Also fields that are not 
used are very wet. 


On expenditures, Rep. Patten remarked that expenditures seem to be where 
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they should be. She asked if there were any problems. Commissioner Presby 
said that with the supplemental budget, things are OK, although heating 
will be expensive. Rep. Lyman added that the bottom line is 69%, not 75% 
at the third quarter. 


Rep. Babson asked about an expenditure in the Sheriff's office and was 
told that an electronic lock was put on the door for security reasons. 


Rep. Lyman asked for a motion to refer this report to audit. Rep. Mock made 
the motion, which was seconded by Rep. Patten, and the motion carried. 


Rep. Philbrick made a motion to approve the minutes of the August meet- 
ing, seconded by Rep. Patten, and the motion carried. 


The group welcomed Senator King who came to speak about his experiences 
in administering and building jails. Senator King spoke at length and made a 
number of important points. He spoke about the need to separate disrupters 
from the rest. Also it is very important to have an architect who is familiar with 
building jails. The jail should be built so that it can be expanded easily. 


At 10:00 Rep. Dickinson arrived. 


Senator King said that the design-build approach is better because it saves 
time and money. Select the builder and let them get the architect. Rep. 
Patten asked how to determine how many beds you need. Senator King 
said that it was a percentage of the county population and a philosophy 
question about who should be jailed. Other points discussed included hay- 
ing one person as a point of contact and providing education and training. 


At 10:30 Rep. Sullivan arrived. 


One of Senator King's last points was that it is better to spend money up 
front on planning than wishing that you had. 


Com. Presby said that the Commissioners would like to know if the delega- 
tion prefers design-build or an independent consultant, because there is 
money in this year's budget to begin. 


Rep. Dickinson made a motion to begin the process and support the concept 
of a design-built package and do whatever is necessary to start the process as 
soon as possible. Rep. Patten seconded it and the motion carried. 


Committee memberships were discussed and Rep. Babson planned to set 
upa meeting of the Propane Committee. 


Rep. Patten made a motion to ratify all three motions: referring the budget 
to audit, approving the minutes, and the design-build approach.

Everyone agreed that delegates have a right to know about anything that in- 
volves money before they vote on contracts. After a lengthy discussion Rep. 
Patten said that they would need to see the bill first. She also said that it would 
be good for everyone to see any legislation the members are going to file. 


At 9:35 the Public Hearing for the Comissioners to present their County 
Budget was opened. 


Commissioner Presby said that the increase in expenses is a 3.75% increase. How- 
ever, the Revenues are down, so the increase to be raised by taxes is up 17.5%. 


Rep. Dickinson asked why the Nursing Home income was down. The rea- 
son is that the NH Medicaid cut the daily rate they pay Mountain View 
Nursing Home by 3%. Their formula is based on acuity, which is reim- 
bursement based on the level of care needed. Rep. Dickinson asked for a 
list of all the nursing homes' daily rate in order to see who else is suffering 
from this drop. In Carroll County Nursing Home there are 80 patients on 
medicaid and there are 140 in private nursing homes. In December there 
will be a new rate. Chairman Patten said that since we have an issue of 
interest, a subcommittee will be formed with Rep. Sullivan as chair. 


Rep. Quimby asked about the Maintenance budget which is the income for 
maintenance work done by the staff for other parts of the complex. He also 
asked how close the 2000 budget is, and was told that there will be much 
more information forthcoming. 


On expenditures there is a 35% increase in the cost of health insurance. 
The only department requesting new personnel is the Sheriff's Department. 


Rep. Philbrick asked about the fund balance. Com. Presby said that it will be 


between $200,00 and $300,000. The auditors will determine what that amount 
is in order to meet payrolls before the money to be borrowed comes in. 
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Rep. Patten asked what percent the revenues have gone down. Rough esti- 
mates at this time are 14-15%. 

Rep. Dickinson made a motion to go into Convention. 

County Treasurer Don Banks asked permission to borrow $4,500,000. in 
anticipation of taxes for the year 2001. Rep. Dickinson made this motion, 


which was seconded and the motion carried. 


Rep. Sullivan made a motion to go out of Convention, which was seconded 
by Rep. Bradley, and the motion carried. 


The motion to adjourn was made by Rep. Sullivan and seconded by Rep. 
Bradley at 10:25. The motion carried.

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COUNTY APPORTIONMENT 


The first step in the tax rate setting process is to determine how much each 
municipality owes the County. This starts with a review of the County's 
financial report with special attention being paid to the amount of surplus 
available. We verify that the amount of surplus is accurate and available 
because each County uses an amount of surplus to reduce its County tax. 


Next we read the Minutes of the County Convention. (The County Conven- 
tion is the County's legislative body made up of the State Representatives 
from the County). The County Convention votes the amount of appropria- 
tions, the revenues and the amount of taxes to be raised. We compare the 
votes on each of these with their counterparts on the appropriation state- 
ment to make sure that the appropriation statement truly reflects the votes 
on the County Convention. 


We next apportion the amount of County taxes each municipality will be 
asked to raise. First we determine the municipality's proportion of County 
tax by dividing that municipality's equalized valuation by the County's equal- 
ized valuation. The municipality's County tax assessment is then calculated 
by multiplying the amount of County taxes to be raised by the municipality's 
proportion of County tax.
